organizations in the Eastern States is the 
Blooming Grove Park Association, owning 
sixteen thousand acres of land and leasing as 
much more for theirsporting purposes. This 
park is located in the wilds of Pike County, Pa. 

The club controls sixty miles of trout 
streams and seven lakes, the largest being 
Lake Giles, in front of and two hundred feet 
below the clubhouse. This lake is more than 
one mile in diameter. All the lakes are 
stocked with bass, and Lake Giles contains a 
large number of trout. The streams are kept 
constantly stocked with trout from the club 
hatcheries and breeding ponds. 

Over six hundred thousand brook trout 
eggs were used last year, and the breeding 
ponds have recently been replenished with 
sixty thousand fry, among which are Penob- 
scot salmon, land-locked salmon and rainbow 
trout. 

The clubhouse and cottages afford ample 
accommodation for the members. This house 
is provided with bowling alleys, billiard and 
gun rooms, stables, kennels and lofts for pig- 
eons, many thousands of which are used at 
the club tournaments. Here and there in the 

















wilderness are located the homes of the 
gamekeepers, There is also a shooting 
box situated about five miles from the 
clubhouse on Lake Laura. This lake 
has been noted for its bass fishing, and 
before restrictions were placed upon the 
number that could be taken, one hun- 
dred bass were frequently caught with 
a fly by a single rod in one day’s 
fishing. 

The club deer park is a prominent 
feature, inclosed with a dog-proof wire 
fence which bounds a great tract. Mem- 
bers are permitted to stalk deer each 
season, and many handsome bucks have 
been killed. The killing of does is not 
allowed. Ruffled grouse and woodcock 
are killed in large 
numbers, and ducks 
are plentiful in 
season.
